a* Raised t he question of the Director's holding a 
conference I ~l to be attended by selected Chiefs of 

Stations from WE Division and pointed out that the Director 
had recently seen most of the people concerned* After some 
discussion it was agreed it would not be necessary to hold 
this conference* 

b. Referred to the proposed television movies to be 
produced based on stories taken from OSS files and after some 
discussion Mr* Wisner suggested that we assign a certain 
individual to covertly watch this project with the hope that 
he would be able to stop those which might in any way be 
harmful to current or future operations, and in turn promote 
those which might do some good* The Director approved 
provided this can be done without attribution to CIA. 
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Hr* Sheldon; 

a. Asked the Director whether a decision had been nade 
to offer intelligence briefings to the Presidential candidates 
during the forthcoming elections* The Director Indicated he 
wished to discuss this with Governor Adams* 

b* Asked the Director if he wished intelligence coverage 
during his forthcoming trip. The Director indicated this would 
be helpful if it would not be too much of a burden on OCI, 

c* Noted that the briefing for the President on the 
material was now in final fora and would be sent to the 
Director* Hr. Dulles said he wished first to discuss this with 
Colonel Goodpaster who returns to Washington on 12 August*
